heavy, but Cuſtom ( which is another 
Nature) makes the one eafie and the other 
light, time by continual and infenſible 
drops hollowing by degrees the rcli- 
ſtance of his Spirit, at length gained 
ſuch footing, that what was before con- 
ſtrained, now became voluntary , he 
making a Vertue of neceſſity, which is 
a harſh and imperious Miſtreſs : Like 
the Horle, which at firſt being forced 
by traces to pace, is ready to fall at eve- 
ry ftep, but once having learnt whar 
they are deſigned, they go as nimbiy as 
if they had no reftraint upon their legs , 
ſo the Gally-ſlave, when once accuſtom- 
ed to the bank and chain, the Oar which 
was before {o inſupportable, is at laſt 
ealily minaged.

His Reaſon too begun to come over to 
that Party, and aſſiſted the deſign, by 
forming theſe conſiderations in his Fan- 
cy, that his Parents better adviſed than 
himſelf, knew better the bent of his in- 
clinations, and that aſpiring to the Eccle- 
ſiaſtick Scarlet (a colour whoſe ſplen- 
dor does uſually dazzle the eyes of thoſe 
of that Nation ) he might at laſt arrive 
to the higheſt Degree of Honour a- 
.mongſt Men, and make a plus ultra to 
the Pillars of Hercules . and that it would 
be far more advantageous tohim to be a 
rich Beneficiary than a poor Gentleman; 
that his Brother by the tyranny of Cu-

This young Plant daily grew and 
ſpread fo faſt, that it gave great hope of 
proving at laſt a ſtately Tree, and one 
of the top branches of Zebawon. He 
became very expert in Humane Learn- 
ing, and $skiltul in the Mathematicks , 
the knowledge of Philolophy had long 
ſince ſtrengthned and contirmed his 
Judgment,and having ſaluted the Queen 
of Sciences, and his principal Miſtreſs, 
Divinity, he had already been imployed 
{1x months in her ſervice amongſt an 
Eccleſtaſtick order, which by their con- 
ſtitution were to be preſent in their 
Habits at the Celebrating Divine Ser- 
vice, and known: by the names of 7+- 
ors , to this he was obliged, for the 


large Revenues he received from the 
53-4 Church,

Church, where he had made humlelf 
ſufficiently known by publick diſputes 
in Philoſophy, and had reaped a great 
commendytion by reading Divinity 1n 
the Congregation of our Lady.

His Elder Bro- 
ther had for a great while quitted the 
Academy, for to learn the Arts of Horſe- 
manſhip, Fencing and Dancing require 
not ſo long a ſtudy as the Sciences ; he 
remained in his Fathers houſe as Heir 
apparent, and led a life honeſt and mo- 
deſt enough, but ſoft and tender and ef-

but moſt others, as if idleneſs werean 
inheritance intailed upon Nobility. We 
have nothing to ſay of him, having nc- 
thing come to our knowledge pertinent

I1 
this Tree brought not much Fruit, yet 
its Leavesbeing ſhaken with the winds 
of but few Paſſions, made little noile ; 
thus quietly {lipt away the few years 
which he paſſed upon Earth, till at laſt 
he paid his tribute to the Tomb, not as 
the. Great Alexander, in the middle of 
his Courſe, but even in the firſt mount- 
ing from his Orient, a lingring Fever ta- 
king hold of this heavy Mclancholy hu- 
mour, which in a ſhort time brought 
him quietly to his Grave: Some ſay that 
too violent exerciſe had ſhortned his 
days, and that if he had been deſtined 
to Letters and a. repoſed life, he might 
have lived longer , but how vain is it to 
deſcant upon the Decrees of Divine 
Providence? our weak reaſons of that 
ſort being like ſoft wax before the Sun. _ 
Proceed ye Parents in this courſe, and 
found the total of your hopes upon your

To expreſs the regrets and ſorrows of 
his Parents, is 2 thing impoſſible, you 
may a little gueſs at them, by comparing 
them to thoſe of a laborious Husband- 
man, who after much toilſome labour, 
and weariſom expectation, ſees an impe- 
tuous Tempeſt deſtroy all the Fruits of 
his labour and the means of his ſnbſ1i- 
ſence, juſt as it is ready to be reaped : 
for juſt as they were upon the deſign of 
placing richly and honourably in the 
World this Prop of their houſe, and re- 
poſitory of their hopes, by matching him 
into a Family ſuitable to theirs in Wealth 
and Dignity, thereby to tranſmit their 
Name to poſterity, they ſee themſelves 
on a ſuddain deprived of that happineſs 
which they had ſo ardently deſired, fo 
long expedted, and fo yainly hoped. But 
conſidering how vain it was to lament 
ſo irregprable a loſs, they began to turn 
their eyes from him that was now 
nought but duft in the Grave, to the 
other who though alive was buried as to 
the World, thinking now to tranſplant 
the care of their, Pofterity to that onely 
Ts Temain- 
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remaining ſoil, as if they had lived un- 
der the old Moſaical Law, where theli- 
ving Brother ſhall raiſe up ſeed to the 
dead, to retrieve his Name and Memos 
ry from the Tomb of obltvion. Ir 1s 
hard to tell you how the younger Bro#+ 
ther received this news, for he found

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' Parents, who fo rigorouſly exerciſed 
their power over him, that ashe durſt 
not gainſay them when they 1mbarked 
him 1nto a profeſſion ſo contrary to his 
inclination,no more durſt he now thwart 
them when they would bring him in- 
to another ſo contrary to the habits he 
had contra&ted amongſt ſo many con- 
trarieties. Auſftere and ſavage Parents, 
who make Tables of your Families and 
uſe your Children as you do your 
Table-men at Cheſs or Tables, place 
and diſplace: them without regard .to 
any thing but. your temporal advan- 
tape, learn not to violatethe Will which 
God has created free, and upon whom 
he who hath formed the Soul hath re- 
lerved to himſelf no conſtraint over it, 
bur 15contented to condutt it by inſtru- 
tions and in{pirations, 

- Wewill leave this Elder Brother with- 
Out troubling our ſelves with his Name, 
becauſe falling Stars have none, but only 
' thoſethat continue fixed to their Spheres; 
and ſince it is not neceſſary to our Hiſto- 
Ty, let us leave him to the enjoyment of 
that Name which God had givenhim in 
a better life, and return to the now ct- 
Uelt, and only remaining Son 2lcimus, 
in NE who 
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who is the chief ſubject of our enſuing 
Narrative. He expreſſed a thouſand re- 

rets to his Religious Fathers, to whom 
= was indebted tor his Education, that 
he muſt now be forced to quit that habit 
which fate ſo eaſily upon his body after 
it had been unwillingly put on; and 
would far rather have choſen (had it been 
in his power) to be an abje& ſervant in 
the Houle of God, than to poſleſs at plea- 
ſure both Riches and Honour in the Ta- 
bernacles of the World; But let him 
think or ſpeak what he will, he has nei- 
ther liberty to deliberate nor conſult ;

initated the Chyrurgion, who ſeeming

dy, does dextrouſly open it witha hid. 
den Lancet , ſo he by degrees at laſt 
brought lc:mws upon the point of his 
evening airings and motions on Horle. 
back ; all which 4lcimmns confeſſed, ex. 
aggerating (like a true Penitent) the 
excels and ſaperfluity of his Habits and 
Attendance, the pleaſure he took in 
hearing the mn, and applauſes of 
thoſe that beheld him , and the ex- 
treme vanity with which his Soul was 
this way ſwelled. Thence Szmplictns 
proceeded to the ſtreet where Capole- 
on.lived, 'a Gentleman for Eſtate and 
Quality; well known throughout the 
whole City; asking him, why he went 
there ſooften , and made alonger ſtay 
there than any whereelſe , particularly 
before that houſe ?

mes (till perſiſted in his difſimulation,Jift- 
103 up his voice with a more ſtrong and 
piercing Tone than formerly, with a vi- 
olent impetuoſity, vehemence of ſpirit, 
he ſaid, 

Do you +1 2-0 what it ts you ao, or that 
49% ſtand in the preſence of an AlmightyGoa! 
Or have you ever read oy heard # the ter- 
rible Fudgment that light upon Ananias 4nd 
Saphira , it is not now 4 mortal man,but an 
£ternal God that you impoſe upon : Where- 
. Upon he began to uſe the Word, as the 
Apoſtle faith, 7: ſeaſon, and out of ſeaſon, 
with opportunity,and evenwith importunity, 
#0 reprove, pray, conjure, t0 cry in all pati- 
ence and ſoundneſs of Doitrine : Have you 
forgot ( (aid he) that the excuſe of Adam, 
#14 that of Cuin, were worſe thar their 

fantts 
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faults ? or that the Royal Prophet begged 
of God to ſet awatch before the door of his 
lips, leſs he offended with his tongue, in ſeek- 
ing excuſes or ſpecious pretences, topalliate

Stmplicies then (eeing that the Mique 
was taken off, and that it was now time 

. toſpeak plainly, proteſted to him [as the 
truth was) that Capoleon had never ipoke 
word to him of this Aﬀair,but that he had 
learnt 4t from a pious Soul (for ſuchhe 
eſteemed Yannoza tobe) and one deſirous 
both of his temporal and eternal welfare. 

Father (aid Alcimws)" Ut is a thing [0 

ſhameful roa jealous Huband to diſcover his 
own baſeneſs , that. 7 believe. Capoleon 
would not make you this report himſelf; 9s 
bas for that purpoſe made uſe of a third per- 
fon, nhi under pretext of Piety (4 vit- 
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tne, which opens the ears and hearts of Re- 
ligious Souls ) has informed you of this falſe 
relation, tothe prejudice of Truth, a#d the 
ſincerity of my own Conſcience : 1 ſtand here 
inthe preſence of God, and in a place nhere

Of thoſe ſo dreadful Rocks and Shelves, 
Hhere multitudes had ſplit themſelves. 


Alcimus found it very difficult to ſubmit 
to theſe Injunctions, alledging that the

then feign obſtacles for your obeying of whole-

Father (\aid A'6:mns) your a!ſconrſes 
are backt with Reaſon, and ſpeak you both 
4 Chriſtian and. Religious Perſon ; but te 
pleas'd toconſfider, that 7 am not of your Reli- 
gious Orders, but yet a Chriſtian like you, 
#lthough a ſecular and midain one, and 
though there be no more aoreement betwixt

and Aﬀection ; ſaying, O Alcimus, Al. 
rms, you know not nhat it i tobe a Father, 
Aa ſpiritual Father, had you but experimen- 
zed ho:v the bowels of the Soul yern after 
the Infants of the Spirit, you might be capa- 
ble to judge of that ardour which maae thoſe 
woras boy! over from the mouths of Moles 
and $t. Paul, when they deſired tobe ac-

Brother, and 1 am fo far from wiſhing hin 
any evil, that 7 deſire him all ſorts of 
good , but ſince diſtruſt is the Mother of ſe- 
curity, you muſt allow me to beware of my 
ſelf, and that not only of my life, but of 
wy Honour, which every noble mind will 
efteem more than life. 7n this temper of 
mind, and having diuburthened my Soul to 
you of all thas laid upon it, 7 hope you will 
not aeny me the benefit of abſolution. 

Here Simplicinus found himſelt furpri- 
Zed, having to deal with a Souldier, who 
knew as well how to feign with his 
Tongue as Sword, one thing"only he 
required of him in the Name of the Lord,

To ſhun all raſh attempts in his juſt hate, 
And make his wrath way to evaporate.

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And principally for ſome days to avoid his 
accultommed paſlages in that ſtreet,and 
at laſt by much conuring and intreaty he 
extorted this Promiſe, rather violently 
from his mouth,than voluntarily from his 
heart;this was not the firſt and free drop. 
pings of the Myrrhe,but rather the ſecond 
gathering, extracted from, the Tree, by 
icratching it with Iron Iaftruments. 
 Alcimus left Simplicius, more latisfied 
with his having :-dilabuled him, than 
with his fmplicity 1n fo ſlightly belic- 
ving the report. , and troubled withal, 
that he could not learn from hun whence 
he had had this advice tor he would ra- 
ther have. ſuſpected any perſon in the 
world, than Y/2nnoza, whom he held for 
dead amongſt its ob{curities. In what 
darkneſs and ignorancc do we {pin out 
the thread of a Frail =_— 
Mean while Pazxoza, who ſleeps lit- 
tle, and the Devil much leſs, are hatch-

This was to fall inſenſibly into the net

her love was cured by the removal of the

her parents, Capoleor retuſing her, after 
n having been polluted and polleſt by ano- 
ſt ther, which every way would free her

cimus declare himlelt a iover, and that 
inſo high a degree, with an ingenuity 
witnelſed both by his words and counte- 
nance, then taking him for captive, and 
her ſelf victorious, and hapilpy arrived 
at the end of her chief pretenlions, ſhe 
ſaw her ſelf freed from the trouble of 
coming to further extremities, and that 
inſtead of ſounding the trumpet and ma- 
-king open war (which would occaſion 
more noiſe than advantage to her) ſhe 
might now g9 more privately to work, 
and put crafts and ſubtilties (rhe unfor- 
tunate ſource of this infamous paſſion) 
1n the place of force and violence.

tell me that Hercules, when governed by 
women did not ſpin among(t them, or 
that chilles was not fo efteminate as to 
live diſguiſed amongſt Ladies, ſince /- 
cimws, who alwayes before was an A- 
cides Alexicaces, whileſt animated by a 


better Genius, is now lo far +” 
that 
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- thathe is rather a breeder than a tamer of 
Monſters, the firſt of which was this: 
He conſpired with this crafty woman 
to deceive the charitable innocence of 
this good Father, and inſtead of making 
him the mediatour for their reconcilia- 
tion with God, and to receive from his 
mouth the law of the moſt high, as be- 
ing the miniftring Angel of the Lord of 
Hoſts, they made him the Pandour to 
their deſigns, and more then Diabolica] 
Stratagems, without his thoughts or 
luſpition of it. Y/annoza adviſed him 
to acknowledge that he was formerly 
enamoured on 'her, but that he hoped 
1n time, by the aſſiſtance of his fatherly 
advice and wholeſome inſtructions to ct- 
face this affe&tion from his ſoul, confel:

The old man prepoſſeſt with a good 
opinion of the chaſtity of his wife, took 
her for a S2int,and all ſhe ſaid for Oracles, 
with which 2/cimus and ſhe made excel- 
lent paſt-time, it furniſhing them ſuffi- 


ciently with Jaughter,One night amonglt 
the 
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the reſt'; whileſt they continued their 
entertainments and embraces longer then 
ordinary, Capolcon, like another Pompi- 
lw. attending the deſcent of the Nymph 
Ezeria, at length wearied, and oppreſt 
with drowſineis, tell aſleep, and fo in a 
Dream, which brought him into the 
Countrey near the Zppennine, where he 
thought a Bear coming from the Moun- 
tains, bereaved him of his Wife, and 
tearing her out of his Arms, carry- 
ed cher into his Den, where, without 
hurting her, he nouriſht her with Apples 
and other Fruit, of which he had laid in 

reat ſtore, where helpleſsly he beheld 
= embraced by this Savage-Monfter , 
and being 1n an inexplicable perplexity 
how he ſhould recover his /azzozs from 
the power of this fierce Animal, as it 
ordinarily happens to thoſe who are ſo 
aMicted in their ſleep, he wakened, over- 
joy'd that this Misfortune was imagina- 
ry; though indeed 1t was but too real : 
Therefore groping round about, to find 
if his better half were with im, and 
miſſing her, fearing leaſt this Dream 
might be a preſage of ſome tragical di- 
faſter, he leapt out of the Bed, and run- 


ning up Stairs to /arnozas Oratory , 
he 
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he knocked at the Door, at the fame 
time when ſhe was 1n the poſleffion of a 
Bear tn humane ſhape, This knocking 
ſeem'd to be her knell, expeRing no- 
thing leſs than death from her injured 
Husband, And Alcimns thinking him- 
ſelf betrayed, relolved to {ell his life at 
the higheſt rate his Valour could pur 
upon it: at laſt Fawoza, not quite de- 
{pairing of an eſcape by the afſiitance of 
the darkneſs, adviſed him to {lip under 
the Bed , and ſhe, feigning her (elf tobe 
aſleep,let Capoleox knock a little longer, 
and after ſtarting up as if affrighted out 
of fleep, ſhe asked who it was that 
came to interrupt her in the midſt of 
her repole : Capoleoz praiſing God that 
ſhe was there 8 ſafe, recounted to her his 
Dream from point to point : To the inter- 
pretation of which they needed to conſult 
neither Aforphews nor Artemidorus, for 
Atcimus and Yannozs could do it better 
than either, but knew not whether it 
gavethem more. reaſon of fear or laugh- 
ter: Capoteor telling her he was come 
toſuccour her, and defiring her to open 
the Door, ſhe knew not whether to take 
it 1n jeft or earneſt, fearing all this but 
an invention and counterfeit ——_

him, for that Bed was too ſtrait for thenz 
both (too ſtrait indeed for the Husband 
and Adulterer.) This while ſhe conſulted 
with 1/cimss for his efcape, who to put 
himſelf in poſture for defence or flight as 
he ſhould ſee moſt convenient, ( fearing 
leaſt if by ſome ſinifter accident he ſhould 
be found under the Bed, it might _ 
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him his life before he could get up) 
thought it fitteſt to get behind the door, 
which was no 100ner open but Capolcoy, 
taking Yannoza by the hand, led her 
away to his Chamber 1a the dark, here- 
by making them, both an honourable 
amends for the tright and trouble he had 

ut them to: Alcimus now had time to 
clothe himlelf and elcape, applauding in 
himſelf the wit and courage of anxo- 
24, and bleſſing the good tortune that 
attends on Lovers, Inſtead of acknow- 
ledging (wretched as he was) the infi- 
nite bounty and goodneſs of God, who 
by this hazzard he had run (the greateſt 
imaginable) gave him fair adinonition 
to renounce his abominable wickedneſs 
and 1mpiety, and by thus ſhewing him 
the rod, would fright him into an amend- 
ment.

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Page of -one that goes on' no'good deſign, 
ing alone and unattended, as being un- 
willing to have any witneſs of his aci- 
ons, had cauſe enough to conjecture, 
that he weat to thoſe Thefts, which are 
now as much eſteemed 1n the world, as 
others were formerly among the Zace- 
demonians ; but they were in continu- 
al "pug leſt ſome miſchief ſhould 
befal him, as it ordinarily happens to 
the defilers of another'sBed , but he had 
ſtritly forbidden them to follow him, 


upon pain of his diſpleaſure, and ca- 


ſhiering them from his Service ; ſothat 
they were forced to let him run alone at-

ing : This Servant of Alcimmns lis Pa- 
ther, who by his cratt had traced- out 
the haunts of this untamed young Cour- 
ſer, not having on his lips the Seal of f1- 
lence, which -{lexander fixed upori thoſe 
of Zpheſtion, having adverti'ed ſome of 
Alcimus his Servants , that they ſhould 
take care of their Maſter, and that not- 
withſtanding his Commands to the con- 
trary, they ought to follow him atar off, 
for fear leſt ſome diſaſter ſhould betal 
him for want of ſuccour , they who deſt- 
red nothing more than the confervation 
of him, on whom their fortunes de- 
pended, quickly accorded to this Pro- 
Poſition ; but it was fit that their eyes 
ſhould make them certain of what they 
yet kaew nothing of, but by the ear, 
which having done , and no longer 
dubting of the certainty of it , it hap- 

ned that one night having tollowed 


im afar off, and ſecing him top, they 
| P made 
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made a ſtand, and there ſee him mount 
his Ladder, whileſt they as his Corps de 
Garde, ſtood Sentinel, and made their 
Rounds about the ſtreet, he having left 
his Ladder hanging at the Window 
(as uſually it did ) to attend his return : 
Mean while it fell out that a Party of 
Sbirres (who are Sergeants and Officers 
of Juſtice in that Country ) who came 
from the ſearch of ſome Robbers, 
meeting theſe Perſons inthe ſtreet, ex. 
amin'd them, what buſineſs detained 
them ſo long out of their Lodgings, ask- 
ing them their names, their quality, and 
abode, and going at the ſame time to 
ſerze on ſome of them, who gave ſaucy 
andabuſive aniwers to their interroga- 
tories, there were preſently Swords 
drawn, blows dealt luſtily about, Har- 
quebuſles luftily' fired(the ordinaryArms 
of theſe Shirres) a great Cry made, and 
the Alarm hotly given in that Quarter, 
ſome crying out Thieves, ſome Fire,lome 
Murther, andall was in an uproar, Peo- 
ple flocked out of their houſes to lee 
what the matter was, and the ſtreet was 
ſo full of lights, that it ſeemed to be ra- 
ther day than night, the Inhabitants al- 


ſembled from all parts, and SPE 
CI 
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Servants went out among the reſt ; C4- 
poleou himſelf leaped out of Bed (every 
one beirig concerned at a Cry of Thieves 
of Fire) This Gentleman being one of 
the Chicf men of that Quarter,all flock- 
ed about him, and before his houſe, 
where the Ladder hung for a Scalado. 
Whilſt theſe confuſed Cries, Blows, and 
Wounds made all ſpeakers 8& no hearers, 
the noiſe came to the top of the Houle, 
where our two ſolitary Sparrows were 
lodged : Lcimus leaping up, run to the 
Window (after having habited him- 
ſelf as well as :poſſible on the ſudden) 
and was going to go down by his Ladder. 
Good God ! what an amazing ſight was 
tfor him to ſee all the ſtreet and Court 
full of people, which ſtood thickeſt a- 
bout the bottom of his Ladder : Some 
ſeized on the Arms he had left below, 
Nthers were coming to ſearch for 
Thieves in Capoleon's houle , ſome were 
complaining of their Wounds, others 
laying hold on the Priſoners, and final- 
ly, all was a Chaos of Diſorders. I have 


no leiſure to deſcribe the fright and ter - 


Tour of Yaxnoza, who ran down to her 
Husbands Chamber , as if ſhe had been 
g01ng to execution, or deſcending alive

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into the Sepulchre ; for what could ſhe 
promile to her lelf but certain death, and 
the hour of her puniſhment to be airea- 
dy come ? Alcimmw having nothing for 
his defence but a Piſtol and a Dagger, rc- 
ſolved ro run down the ſtairs of the 
Houſe, and relolutely to ruſh through 
the preſs, which he did with more rclo- 
lution than conſideration , and at the bot- 
toin of the Stairs mecting a Servant of 
the houſe, which begun to cry out 
Thieves, he pulling his hat over his cyes, 
to avoid being xnown, fired his Piſtol to 
near his face, that the other holding up 
hisarm to avoid the blow, had it ſhot 
tirough with a Bullet, and his eyes lo 
dazled withthe {moke and fire,that that, 
and thc tright he was 1n, made him fan- 
clic as many Thievesas ſparks : the report 
ami3zed all the hearers, and he run- 
ning to the Gate, gave the firſt he met 
{orude a falute with his Poniard, as put 
him into a neceſſity of ſaving himlelf, 
rather than ſeizing him ; he preſt tor- 
wards, puthing one, and ftriking ano- 
ther, andcrying out, Here, here, my lel- 
lows, now's the fitteſt time to make our 
way with our Swords and Piſtols, which 
irightcd both the Sergeants, and - the 

| om- 
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Company into a belict that there were 
many of them,and thar they ſhould find 
ſharp ſervice in attacquing ſuch deipe- 
rate Villains, fo that their terrour 
putting them all ro flight, he fled and fa- 
ved himſelf pell-mell amonglt the reſt, 
without ever being known or taken 
notice of, A#arnoza knowing no- 
thing of all this, and hearing nothing 
but blows and crys, fancied her lelf 
already torn in pieces , and attend- 
ed nothing but her death ; ſhe knew that 
In that Country 'twas in vain to ask par- 
don of a Husband for faults like hers , 
theſe Offences like Treaſon againſt Prin- 
ces, are not waſht away but with the 
blood of the guilty, the ſpot , like thar 
of Oyl, not being tobe taken out but 
with the piece, and as it is imprinted in 
humane nature, to endeavour to prolong 
It as long as they can, the run down 1n- 
to the Cellar to hide her (elf, as if the 
were willing to goalive to Hell, rather 
than ſuffer the puns of death , or like a 
Criminal Veſtal , be put alive into the 
Pit, asa puniſhment fit for her unclean- 
neſs. Here ſhe might juſtly ſay, as the 
Reprobates will at the Dty of the Lni-

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with her as with a Traveller, who bein 
in open Fields in a Tempeſt, ſees the Hea- 
vens all on fire with Lightning, hears the 
Air reſounding with Thunder, ſees the 
Earth waſhed with the Rain, and beaten 
by the Hail, and fearing ſo many Ar- 
rows and Inſtruments of Death bent a- 
ainſt his head, betakes himſelf to the 
ſelter of a well-ſpread Tree, or ſecret 
Grot ; but if a Thunder-bolt come to 
tear the Earth from under his feet, think 
but what fright he now endures this 
moment,which he takes for the laſt of his 
whole life, ſuch was the dreadful fright 
of Yannoza, too happy Yannoza, had 
ſhe mide ule of theſe Rods of God's Fa- 
therly corre&tion, and if by the fear of 
God's Judgments, ſhe had been frighted 
into Goodnels : But God might well 
work Prodigies by the Rod of Moſes, it 
nothing abates Pharaoh's courage ; there 
are ſome Souls are ſo depraved, that like 
Tigres, they grow more fierce by gentle 
uſage. Lord, with how many pleaſant 
ingredients of mercy doſt thou temper 
the bitterneſs of thy Potion of Juſtice ! 
How many warnings doſt thou give to 
them, who amidſt their Sins have not 
quite loſt the ſenſe of thy fear, to N_ 
tnem 
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them hide themſelves by penitence from 
the Arrows of thy fierce wrath ! This 
acion.of Yaxnoza's hiding her ſelf, puts 
me in mind of that of -2dam, after he had 
taſted the forbidden fruit. And further 
(which is nearer to our purpoſe ) of that 
of Helen, ſo exactly deſcribed by the 
Prince of Poets, when at the Sack of 
Troy AE neas eſpyed her hid inthe Tem- 
ple of Zefts, for fear of being involved 
in the general Ruine; the words, co- 
ming from this Noble Genius are excel- 
lent, and worthy the Recital.

thieves, who (as he thought) had fixed 
the Ladder there to ſcale the Walls of 
his Houſe and rob him of his Goods :

Fannozz, who ſeeing her ſelf lifted m

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the. depth of deſpair, to the higheſt top 
af happineſs, could not chooſe but ſu- 
ſped 1ts reality, and as a bad conſcience 
is never in ſecurity, ſhe feared that ſhe 
was brought to be lacrificed, as thoſe of 
old with Muſick and Garlands , But by 
little and little the Teaſſumed her courage, 
underſtanding by the recital of the ad- 
venture (which every one reported ac- 
cording to his fancy) that {im had 
eſcaped unknown , and paſt amongſt 
that uproar for one that intended to rob 
Capoleox of his Riches rather than his 
Honour, nay rather for a troop of Rob- 
bers, for the wounded {crvant, 2nd thoſe 
that fled, deceived by the darkneſs of 
the night and their own fear ( which 
hath the property to make that appear 
which is not, and to multiply to an 1in- 
finity that which hath any thing of rea- 
lity) made this deceit paſs for a verity, 
nane being able to contradict it : Capole- 
ox ſearched all parts of the houſe, but 
found nothing of what he ſought for, 
but found his traces and footings in the 
Garret, and thence paſſing to the Her- 
mitage of this holy Female, he told her 
it was no wonder that he had heard a 
noiſe there before, and that there _ 
other 
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other Apparitions than thoſe of Spirits 
and Fantomes, for thele had both Fleſh. 
and Bones, the Window where the Lad- 
der was found faſtned was condemned 
as culpable, the Garret on all parts bar- 
ricadoed up as criminal, the paſſage over 
the Gallery ſtopped up, and all the Ave- 
nues made inacceſſible , But it was im- 
poſlible theſe Serpents to vomit out their 
poiſon which was lo deeply fixed in their 
Breaſts : it was therefore time for Juſtice 
to give fire to her train, one ſpark being 
enough to blow-up all, and the finding 
but one end of the thread ſufficient to 
unravel the intangled Clew : One of 4- 
cimus his (ervants having been taken and 
bound by the Sergeants, was by them 
carryed to Priſon,where before the Judge 
that took his examination, he confefled 
but too much. manifeſting his own 1n- 
nocence, by the diſcovery of his Maſters 
guilt : Magiſtrates who are living Laws 
themſelves, and interpreters onely of the 
dead or written ones, are moſt common- 
ly like the Spiders, which ſeize on ſmall 
Flies, but let the great Waſps and Bees 
alone in quietneſs , ſo that of the Poet 
may well be applied to them ;

. His deſign was to impoſe filence on 
this innocent priſoner, and thereby to 
purchaſe the title of prudent, rather than 
that of juſt, and'it being in his power 
by the means of many other wirnefles 
which he named to him, to prove his 
Adultery, and puniſh it according to 
Law, he was afraid to make too much 
noif® about it, leaſt (like a Dog that 
barks too much) he ſhould be beaten tor 
his fidelity , He knew the Grandeur and 
| Puiſſance of /cimus his Family, and 
further, that if the ſecret ſhould once 
come to Capoleon's knowledge, he would 
ſeek Heaven and Earth for vengeance, 
and never ſtop at Blood or Murthor. It 1s 
not, certainly without reaſon, that the 
wiſeſt of men hath ſaid, 7hat a man of 
little courage ought not to undertake the Of- 
fice of a Magiſtrate, leaſt fearing the fate 
of the Puiſſaxt, or the Power of the Mighty,

This young Cavalier , unexpe- 
rienced in worldly aftairs, flighted this 
advice, andthinking himlelt clearly and 
ſecretly elcaped from the ſhip-wrack, 
was not contented wholly to deny all 
that had been. confeſſed, but threthed 
his Servant with the higheſt Menaces, to 
make him-be punitht as a calumniatour, 
and laſtly, make him die by the hands 
of Juſtice, which made him ſtronglier 
perliſt in his depoſitions, and all his com- 
panions forwitneſſes, knowing no other 
way tofave his life and regain his [1ber- 
ty: The Judge being no leis friend un- 
to the Family than to the perſon of 
Alcimus , advertiſed his Parents of it , 
who were already told by their own Spy 
of all their Proceedings, which was the 
cauſe that to avoid 4candal, and leaſt 
that which was yer ſecret ſhould ane 

| pub- 
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publick, they took him aſide, and after 
many grave Remonſtrances and ſerious 
Admonitions (notwithſtanding his poſi- 
tive denyal and horrible proteſtations, 
as if Sacriledge and Adultery could be 
that way purged) they gave him to un- 
derſtand how they had light on the Clew 
that led them 1n the purſuit of him 
through all his crooked AZeanders of 
wickednels : But this inſtead 'of amend- 
ing him made him worſe, by adding the 
fire of Anger to that of Luſt, fo that his 
choler choaking his reaſon, put him in a 
fury againſt his ſervants, their honeſt 
care and fidelity appearing to him nor 
onely a baſe diſobedience and diſloyalty, 
but an unpardonable 1njury : fo true it 
1s, that as the good change all to good, 
and make profit of their loſſes, the 
wicked tutn that which is good into 
evil, taking ſervices for affronts, and 
the amity one ſtrives to ſhew them for a 
paon rather importunate and trouble- 
ome than worthy an acknowledgment . 
ſo that inſtead of applying ſoft Oyls and 
Lenitives to this Sore, to abate the In- 
flammation, he rather ſtrove to heighten 
it toaGangrene, by threatning nothing 


elle but revenge againſt his Servants, = 
it- 
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diſcarding, blows or ſomething worle, 
ſo far did his fury tranſport him againſt 
. thoſe whole onely Crime was too much 
idelity : And to arrive to the top of 
his folly, he reſolved inſtead of getting 
liberty for the Prifoner, to become a 
party againſt him, and procure his death 
trom the hands of Juſtice, by Artifices 
as full of fublety as 'impiety, thinking 
to bury his faulr in the grave of this in- 
nocent : Thus David {trove by the lin of 
 Murther to make himſelf more tree and 
ſecret in the Commiſſion of that of 
Adultery. -

Onthe other ſide, Lcimws, as if he had 
ſworn his own Tuine (it being no won- 
der that he who is once blinded ſtumbles 
at all that lyes in his way, 'and proceeds 
from bad to worſe) after having outra- 
ged, beaten, and abuſed his Servants, 
turned them all out of doors ; they be- 
ing called for Witneſles by the priſoner, 
their deſpight for this injury made them 
ealily content to tell the whole truth 
againſt their Maſter, which appearing 
by the conformity of their depoſitions, 
the priſoner was enlarged, and cleared 
of the attempt of robbing Capoleor's 
houſe, and asin War there are no Soul- 
diers kindlier received, than thoſe whoſe 
bad pay or worſe uſage forces them to 
change parties, their anger or apprehen- 
ſion of being taken and puniſh'd as Tray- 
tors, making them doubly bold and de- 
ſperate ; ſo Capoleon,ingenious in ſearch- 
ing into the original of his Evils, by fair 
words, and ample promiſes, drew from 
theſe ſhamefully injur'd Servants, a per- 
fe declaration of all the moſt ſubtle and 
ſecret of Alcimms his Contrivances. Thus 
was Alcimus the Artilan of his own mil-

'«. But Capoleon now by 'many circum- 
ſtances, aflured of that which he betore

This Servant in accuſing 
the Treaſon of her Miſtrils, muſt neceſſa- 
rily. diſcover that of her Companion , 
and the cautelous Capolevis having dou- 
bled her Salary, and made further promi- 
fes of Golden Mountains, when he had 
Rnd the Delinquents, and accom- 
plih'd his deſign; he wasthereby hourly 
advertiſed of: all' the Words and Iter- 
courſes of our two Lovers: and Cepolcon 
had ſo wholly won this Servant to his 
party (whom we ſhall call .{driana) that 
tke a Coy-Duck ſhe ſerved him to draw 
the reſt into the Net ; ſo that by her Ma- 
ſter's order, cutting both ways, ſhe ac- 
commodatgdher ſelf to all the —_— of

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- Mitreſs, holding in ſeemingly with 
er and her Loyer, but really with Capo- 
Jeon, ſhe on all hands reaped a Golden 
Harveſt: The' other, (whom we will 
call Ziſards) whether it were that ſhe 
naturally abhorr'd ſuch double dealing, 
or whether ſhe feared that her report (as 
ſeeniingly it would) ſhould be the occa- 
fon of blood and miſchief ; or were it 
that ſhe took compaſſiori of het Miſtreſs, 
having a horrour of deceiving her who 
had fo freely imparted a Secret to her, 
Which imported no leſs than her life ; or 
Were it (which is moſt likely) chart the 
ſtrongeft Adathant attradted this Tron, 
attd that the double recompences of 2/-. 
tu and Yarnozd joyncd to the gale of 
__ which filled the Sail of her de- 
es, out-weighed the ſparing Salaries 
df this penurious Old Man ; Which ſo- 
&er of all theſe was the Motive, ſhe 
Wholly quitred Capoleon's Party for the 
other of her Miſtreſſes, and firmly em- 
tarqued her feff amongſt all her Eater- 
es : But yet ſhe aQting with more 
ext and miſtruſt of Capoleon than her 
Lompaſſion did, ſh: faw {not without 
ayy, the ordinary ditcale of feeble {pi- 
fits) her ſelf lefs intruſted and imploved 
mobi Bb 2 that 
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than Adriana was, who behaved and (ui- 
ted her ſelf with greater boldneſs and 
complaiſance to all rhe impudent deſigns 
of her infamous Miſtreſs. 
_ Under the guidance of theſe two Stars, (| 
nothing ſeemed impoſſible, nay nothing | 
difficult to thele two criminal Lovers, 
who railing Trophies to their Conquelts, 
ſeemed to lead Capoleon's Honour in 
triumph ; and thought themſelves 1o far 
Taiſed above fear, as Thunder and Tens 
peſts ſhould for the future be below their 
tact: But as Holophernes dulled with 
the vapours of the Wine, and Siſera with 
the Milk which they had plentifully 
ſucked in, were unſuſpe&edly tran{mit- 
ted from the Brother to the Siſter, from 
ſleep to death, by Judith and Fae!, 1o our 
| 1mpenitent Offenders ſecurely {leeping 
amidlt the ſtupefattions of their ſins,did 
inſenſibly draw on their puniſhment b 
thoſe means which they thought mo 
conducing to a pleaſant and delicious 
life : They now proceeded with impu- 
nity, and ſeemed now toglory in ther 
crime, and colour their unlawful paſſion 
with ſome image of reaſon. 
Capoleon advertiſed by Adrian of all 
their wickedneſs and mockeries, kept h1s 
Patlence, 
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patience, that like Vulcan he might take 
them at his eaſe, and have his turn to 
laugh ar their Tragical ſucceſs : Imagine 
but what flegme the enraged Capoleor 
. muſt have to qualifie ſo much choler,and 
how dexterouſly he retired to make a 
greater leap, and deferr'd his vengeance 
to execute it the more ſeverely ; all the 
Letters which paiſed through driana's 
hands were communicated to him, by 
which he underſtood all the motions of 
this unhappy Cabal : Oft-times over- 
come with rage and fury, he was on the 
point of breaking out into a bloody exe- 
cution ; but whether he thought the 
fruit not yet ripe enough, whether he 
were not {ufficiently aſſured of his men 
who were to aſſiſt him in the ation, 
whether God (the hour of Chaſtiſement 
of theſe execrable offenders being not yet 
come) withheld the arm of this Execu-. 
tioner of his Juſtice, by moderating the 
Motions of his heart to attend the re- 
pentance of the Criminals : or wherher, 
aſter the Mode of that Nation, he ſtaid 
for an opportunity to envelope in one 
eommon rTuine all thoſe whom he 
thought Accomplices in this fact : How- 
ever 1t were, he was reſtrained by ſome

learn of farianas the news of her deport- 
ments: He had fo long given /ann0z4 
her ſwing, that he now ſeemed to be no 
longer jealous, His Journey was lo well 
coloured, that there was no ſubject lett 
to ſuſpe&tit, He was followed three or 
four miles by a Servant of Acimus, to 
ſee what way he took: At the place 
where heDined he remained uatil night, 
and returned to the Town very late;

Wolte had got the firit fight of: The 
two Maids which ſlept in the Wardrobe 
being awaked with the noiſe, Zzfaras 
was almoſt dead with fear ; but that of 
Aarians was only counterfeit,becaule ſhe 
kept intelligence with that party,though 
the thoughts of the ſucceeding Exccu- 
tion could not but make her tremble: 
She roſe, and ſoftly ask'd her Miſtreſs 
Hhat ſbe did intend to do? Who being 
with fear almoſt as much ſtupified as ſhe 
that was turned into a Pillar of Salt for 
looking back upon her flaming City, an- 
{wered her not a word: What {ay 
thou Mlcimus jn this prefſing neceſſity 
or to whom wilt thou betake thy ſelt?

This good Father aroſe with all imagina- 
ble ſped ; profiled forwards by 2 Holy 
Charity, which cauſes 4 lighting and

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ſatidain death, where the leaft delay is 
inexcufable : Hetook to accompany him 
the firſt Brother of the Covent that he 
met, and fo run with all the hafte ima- 
no to a miſchief unjuſtly af 7 vio 
or his Innocency : He was no ſooner 
entred the Chamber where Capoledn \vas 
tormenting Mcimas , but this enraged

There needs a more Eloquent Orator, 
than I to expreſs the aſtoniſhment of 
good Simplicius, who coming to afſiſt this 
Penitent 1n a holy death, found himſelf 
betray'd to an undeſervey one. : He was 
then hardly thoroughly. awaked , and 
was of a firm opinion that,he was {till 
ſound aſleep, and all that heſaw and felt 
paſs'd but for -a dream , -bur at laſt his 
Wounds ſo brought him to himſelf, that 
he was too ſure that he was fully awa- 
ked. Alcimus heavily lifting up his eye- 
lids, all drench't and bathed in tears and 
blood, and ſeeing this new. dreadful {pe-: 
- Qacle, and, hearing a broken and lan- 
guiſhing voice, - las (ſaid he with 4 
mourntul tone) my Father, tn what abyſs 
of miſchiefs have my inquities: plunged a 
nd turning his tace-towapds Capoleon, 
Signeur (purſued he) is-onely againſt me 
ought to thrn the point of your weapons, 
and not upon this Innocent ; it i 7 only that 
am culpable, and of. whoon alone yout ſhould 
 Fa&e Juſt Vengeance, which can never be [0 
: En 8 uh crue 
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cruel. as my pickedneſs deſerves ; but ins- 
ew Hot your, hynas in the blood of the juſt, 
which God will. be ſure to require at your 
hands, and exatt'from you 4 rigorous ac- 
compt of... t is. 7 alone have ſinned, and. 
deceived and abus'd him; andif you pleaſe 
to. tve me but one moments audience, [will 


te Ce in ſhort the truth of the whole pro- 


 ceearng's / ampoing to dye, and neither ex- 


pett.or pv pardon from God, if 7 lye or 
nſe any aiſguiſement of the truth. Then 
taking Capolcor's ſilence for conſent, he 
laid open, as well as his throbs and pangs 
would ſuffer him, that which we have 
recounted of Yennoza's Artifices and his 
own, to defile the bed and betray the 
honour of Capoleon: adding thereunto 
many other particularities, (moſt of 
which we have already recited)but with 
what brevity he- could, his condition not 
admitting of a long dilcourle, | 

He made this publick and folema Con- 


feffion with ſo much repentance and 


contrition,that his heart ſeemed tocleave 

alunder with fighs, which broke out as 

faſt as the blood guſhed from his mouth, 

d his eyes boyling over with tears as 

aſt as the blood bubbled from his gaſtly 

Wounds: How ws pardons did he beg 
C 0 
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of God, and of Capoleon ,"Yeteſting his 
faults, and abhorring his iniquities. 0 
how many Lives could he have deſired, 
that he might-expiate his crimes by as 
many deaths! animating Cepoleon to take 
all the revenges of him he could defire, 
by the longeſt and moſt exquiſite tor- 
ments he could invent :+ He abſolutely 
cleared Simplicius of the Crime,and made 
his Innocence unqueſtionably apparent ; 
which made Capolcoy: fee the injuſtice of 
his Cruelty to him ; who thereupon or- 
dered his Wounds to be bound up, and 
in the next place ſent to know certainly 
the condition of his Wife, which vex'd 
him to the Soul when he was aſſured 
that her death had mock'd his Cruelty, 
and robb'd him of a more ſevere revenge. 
Before Simplicins was retired from this 
Bloody Spectacle, lcimms making the 
ſtrongeſt of his weak efforts, rouled him- 
ſelf upon the ground, and fo proftrate 
begged ef Capolcon, who held his Swords 
point bent againſt his Throat, 7o have 
pity of his Soul, though not of his Body, and 
to content himſelf with his Temporal death, 
and Ow his hatred to Eternity, bat t0 
permit him to receive Abſolution from S1M- 


plicius his hands-: Which the Cruel __ 
Fon Ws con 
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leon would have denyed him, (fo fargid 
his rage tranſport him) had not the in- 
jured Simplicizs prevented him, by ſtep- 
ing to him, and in this laſt extremity ma- 
my him give the belt” teſtimony he 
could of his Contrition; and thereupon 

giving him his loſt Yiericum. 
' The words which {cimwus fpake to 
him, feeing him depart, and leave him 
asa prey to his inhamane Enemy, were 
ſufficient to breed Piry in the inſenſible 
Rocks,or in the Waves themſelves,which 
all hold inexorable ; but this bloody Ty- 
ger growing ſtill more furious at this 
Mouroful Muſick , conſulted with his 
Afﬀſtants which environed him, in.whar 
manner they ſhould torment him, to 
make his death more ſenſibly painful ; 
He commanded a fire to be li ted, to 
burn him by degrees, and laying himin 
the hear of the flames, had nor the pa. 
rience to let the Element (though mer- 
ctleſs enough) have the ſole management 
of his vengeance, he therefore begun 
with him as the Crow does with Car- 
rien, by firſt barbarouſly digging out his 
Eyes, and in the next place with hig 
Sword made him an Eunuch , (for that 
is the modefteft name I can put upon fo 
Cc 2 vile 
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vilean action) He then cut off the tips of 
his Fingers and Toes, and after that his 
Noſe, Laps, and Ears, all which the poor 
Patient {uftered with a Patience and Con- 
ſtancy that ſurmounted all imagination, 
continually invoking the holy Name of 
Jeſus, from whom alone he expected 
Salvation. 

His cruel Tormentor continuing his 
Revenge, pierced his Legs, Arms and 
Sides in many places, and then applyed . 
burning Torches to the Wounds, no- 
thing could ſoften the Cruelty of this en- 
raged Old man, his very Attendants, 
people void of humanity, could no lon- 
ger endure the fight of this Barbarity, 
but conjured him to give him the Stab of 
grace, that1s to ſay, to pierce his heart, 
and diſpatch and tree him from his mi- 
ſery , otherwiſe that they ſhould be con- 
{trained to do him that miſerable courte- 
fie : At laſt when this wretched body 
opened 1n ſo many places, and caſting 
out blood on all {ides, remained with- 

- out Pulſe or motion, and was ready to 
breathe out the laſt gh of its expiring 
; breath;with a faint and languiſhing voice, 
making his laſt invocation of mercy 
trom his Redeemer, Capoleor then fear- 
aps | Ing 
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ing that he had eſcaped his cruelty, fud- 
dainly ript up his Breaſt, ſnatch'd out his 
Heart and threw it in his face, as they do 
in F»eland with their Traytors. And 
thus expired the unhappy Zcimus,drawn 
like an Ox to rheſlaughter by a wicked 
Woman, (to uſe the Wile Man's ſaying) 
having ſcarce body enough to contain 
| the Wounds which the Old Man made 
there ; who would laſtly have thrown 
his mangled Body into the fire, had he 
not been reſtrained by a deſire to expoſe 
. to the Peoples view thele Three Bodies 
which he had ſacrificed to his rage. 

 Simplicius having ſeen the bruiſed Boz 
dy of Yannoza, filled with horrour and 
aſtoniſhment, to avoid further danger of 
injuries and abuſes, fled as ſpeedily as he 
could with his Companion to the Con- 
vent, to ſecure themſelves, and to look 
after the cure of his Wounds : The alarm 
was there in an inſtant taken, and from 
thence ecchoed through the City : 4«- 
rora had ſcarce begun to peep out of her 
obſcure bed, but ſeized with horrour at 
at the ſizht of fo much blood which 
ſpurted in her face as ſhe peepd into the 
Chamber, ſhe would willingly have re- 
turned to her lodging,. being almoſt 
Cs 2 afraid 
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afraid to diſcover to the approaching 
Sun {o Bloody and ſo Tragical a Spe- 
Racle: Finally, the day beginning to 
diſcover the colour of things, the Street 
was fill'd with people, Capoleon's Door 
was beſieged by the Crowd, every one 
flocking to know what had paſled : C:- 
poleon bold and hardy as a right Murther- 
er, and one that knew the Laws and 
Juſtice, by the Cuſtome of that City, 
bended towards his fide, fearleſly at- 
tended the arrival of the Officers , to 
whoſe Eyes he expoſed thoſe Maſlacred 
bodies, which he with fire and Sword 
had ſo inhumanly mangled. If his ſeve- 
rity were accuſed by ſome, his cruelty 
was as much condemned by others, eve- 
Ty one judging of the ation according to 
their divers ſentiments ; but he having 
brought evident proofs of the adultery 
and Sacriledge of Lcimws and his Wife, 
and the treachery of his Maid Z:ſaras, 
who had been confederate in their crime, 
the Murthered remained dead without 
poſſibility of being revenged, and Capv- 
leon free without fear of puniſhment, 
having onely anticipated the reward of 
their Crimes, .and prevented the hand 
of Juſtice: But becauſe that inthe City 
Where this Tragick Adventure happen- 
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ed, the Eccleſtaftick' bear a great ſway, 
the Wounds of Simplicius, and the un- 
worthy uſage of the Religious Brother 
that accompanied him, cauſed him to be 
confined to his houſe, rill there were a 
better information made of the proceed- 
ings. 

-- This good and truly Religious Father 
tefolved to preſerve his wonted Patience, 
and readineſs to pardon Offences, and 
therefore formed no Procels againſt Ca- 
p#H:0; but contrarily excuſed him all he 
told; alledging the ſtrong {ulpition he 
had of him; rilt cleared by fcimu his 
Confeſſion : Notwithſtanding which, 
thoſe Miniſters of Juſtice though they 
abſolved Capoleon of the principal Mur- 
ther, yet werereolved to proſecute him 
to the utmoſt for this inconſiderate 
Wounding of Simplicius; And though 
Simplicius cryed out, 7 hat he required no 
farther ſatisfaition for his wrongs, yet the 
Fiſcal leaving his particular Concern, 
undertook the Publick one of the whole 
Church, which was abusd and wronged 
in this injury of one of its Members, who 
was not ſo much troubled at his unjuft 
Wounding, as that. they ſhould envy 
him the- glory of Martyrdome , being 
| S014 willng 
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willing to ſuffer far more than he had 
hitherco done in the cauſe of Piety and 
Juſtice. _ Fg 
This Alarm rouzed up Capoleon, who 
thereupon thought. it moſt convenient 
and healthful to go take a little Country- 
Air, hoping to Fd more ſecurity in 4 
{uddain flight, than in a dangerous de- 
lay, and make his Accord the belt at a 
diſtance. 

But in the mean time the Town was 
in a Commotion and an Uproar , for the 
Parents of lcimas and thole of /annoza 
were reſolved not to put up fo 1rrepair- 
able wrongs, as were the inhumane but- 
chery of their Children, but were deter- 
.mined to bathe their injuries, and waſh 
off the diſgrace of their Families in the 
blood of the Cruel Capoleon, a Remedy 
worle than the Diſeaſe.

I ſhall conclude all with a ſhort Medi- 
tation which at rhat rime was that of 
Simplicius, who as on the top of a rock, 
mounted high above the reach of the 
fierceſt waves, from thence beheld all 
theſe furious tempeſts of a diſturbed Seca, 
and conſidering how fearfully the hand 
of God darts lighting upon the heads of 
the incorrigibly impious, after the ſeri- 
ous {canning of all the particulars we 
have before related, he ſhut up his Con- 
templation,as we ſhall do our Dilcourle, 
with theſe words of the Divine Singer,
